tion. 

2. When a person, held in slavery by the muni-| 
cipal {aw of the State in which be lives, once be-| 
comes free by virtue of the law of another country | 
or State, intu which he goes by the consent of his) 
owner, it is not in the power of the 
reduce him aguin to his former condition of servi- 
tude, under any Jaw which this court can recog: 
nize as valid. 

3. By laws of Kentucky, a person who is held 
and treated asa slave, has no capacity to make 
any contract whatever ; and ;romisory notes given 
to his master by himself and surities for him, in 
the purchase of his treed»m, are illegal and void, 
as to both principal and surities.

notoriety has not shielded the enterprise from the 
wrath uf His Democratic Majesty, King Mob. 
For some years past, however, it has been unmo- 
‘lested—a favor which Miss Miner gratefully at- 
‘tributes to the persunal interposition of Mrs. Pres- 
ident Pierce, who, hearing that its riotous suppres- 
sion was imminent, drove oyer repeatedly in ber 
carriage to inquire into tke progress uf the school 
and be assured of its prospects and safety, The 
cowardly miscreants who were plotting its destruc: 
tion, noting with amazement its reflected shadow 
of White [louse patronage, wilied like mown 
weeds under a July sun. 

Recently, an effort has been made, mainly in 
Boston, tu raise $20,000 for the enlargement of the 
‘house and general improvement of this schocl, so 
las to fit it for the accommodation of balf a duzen 
teachers and one hundred and fifty scholars, inclu- 
ding twenty or thirty boarders. Such dangerous 
radicals and fanatics as the Rev. Dr. .Lothrop. 
George S. Hillard and Deacon Sam Greele were 
conspicious in the effort, and it was thought that 
the $20,000 required could be raised in the course 
of this year.
